DEBATE UNDER WAY 


Capital Punishment 
Grabs House Spotlight 


By ALEXANDER FARELL 
OTTAWA (CP) — The Com- 
mons became the scene today 


_of another. attempt to move to- 


wards the end of capital punish- 
ment in Canada, 


Debate was scheduled to begin} 


on aigovernment bill that would 
aboligh the death penalty for a 
five-year trial period, except for 
murderers of policemen and 
prison guards. 

A controversial broadcasting 
bill was given second reading— 
epproval in principle—in the 
Commons Wednesday and on 
motion of its sponsor, State Sec- 
retary Judy LaMarsh, was 
promptly referred to the Com- 
mons broadcasting committee 
for study in detail. 

The bill to revise broadcasting 
regulations and set up a new re- 
gulatory body in place of the 
Board of Broadcast Governors 
got second reading without a 
formal vote after a Conserva- 
tive amendment was beaten 118 
to 66, 

Thus ended five days of hot 
debate fuelled by Miss La- 
Marsh’s claim in a television in- 
terview Nov. 1 that the CBC suf- 
fers in many places from “‘rot- 
ten. management.”” The opposi- 
tion spent a good deal of time 
trying to get her to be more 
specific. Some opposition mem- 
bers supported her general con- 
tention, others accused her of 
smearing the entire CBC admin- 
istration by implication. 

TO HAVE WIDER POWERS 

The new agency proposed in 
the bill, the Canadian Radio 
Commission, would have wider 
powers than the BBG. 

For one thing, it would be 
able to set different terms for 
the operation of each radio or 
TV station, “iricluding those of 
the CBC. 

The amendment, proposed by 
M. T. McCutcheon (PC—Lamb- 
ton-Kent), would have sent the 
bill to committee before second 
reading, virtually killing it. 
Only 65 Conservatives and Mau- 
rice’ Allard (Ind—Sherbrooke) 
voted for it. 

Repercussions were felt in the 
Commons from a demonstration 
Tuesday night outside the Soviet 
Embassy, where bottles, rocks 
and other objects were thrown 
during a diplomatic reception 
marking the 50th anniversary of 
the Bolshevik Revolution. 

External Affairs Minister 
Martin said that Ottawa police 
took inadequate steps to deal 
with the demonstration. 

He regrets this inadequacy, 
he said in reply to Terry Nugent 
Edmonton - Strathcona), 
who described the demonstra- 
tion as “shameful lawlessness.” 

Mr. Martin said he has direct- 
ed that steps be taken to com- 
pensate the Soviet government 
and repair damage.

He said most authorities, how- 
ever, now “are agreed that 
homosexuality is a social ‘and 
psychiatric problem rather than 
a criminal one.” 

The broadcasting and capital- 
punishment bills are two of the 
biggest items on the legislative 
program the government hopes 
to complete before Christmas. 
Capital punishment will be the 
subject of a free vote, meaning 
that the government itself is 
taking no position on it and the 
outcome therefore cannot sig- 
nify either victory or defeat for 
the government.

The bill to ban hanging tem- 
porarily and conditionally was 
introduced by Solicitor-General 
Pennell Oct, 19, when it got au- 
tomatic first reading. 

During the five-year trial pe- 
riod envisaged by the bill, no 
person serving a life sentence 
for murder could be released 
without cabinet approval. 

The death penalty now is im- 
posed for capital murder and 
certain cases of treason and 
piracy.

The last time the Commons 
debated the subject, in April, 
1966,.a private member’s bill to 
do away with death penalty was 
beaten 143 to 112,

|. Prof. Seguin's ‘History’ 
~ Of Quebec Separatism Hatreds 


By DOUGLAS FISHER and HARRY S. CROWE 


There is a document in circulation which 
purports to be a history and justification of 
separatism for Quebec, and to which we have 
seen and heard several 
references in recent weeks. 
Xt is instructive to examine 
it.

In three radio talks the 
whole of the history of the 
French Canadian people on ~ 
this continent is presented 
as the ‘history of their 
pursuit of separatism. 

First of all, let us say 
that the narrative style of 
Prof. Seguin is such that it 
is usually difficult, and 
often impossible, to be sure 
whether he—is expressing

“whole nation.’’

This brought to mind the thought that. we 
have never heard an English-speaking Cana- 
dian raise, except perhaps as a jest, the 
possibility that treason is involved in the 
proposal to disrupt the country and make off 
with much of its real estate and resources. 

How long would a Pierre Bourgault or a 
Rap Brown last as a free agent advocating 
separatism or violence, in France, Turkey, 
Russia, Iceland, Ghana or North Vietnam? 

This is a curious and wonderful continent. 
And on this point it is worth noting that with 
_many English-speaking Canadians an uncon- 
~ strained sympathy for the Rap Browns in the 
United States is matched by a quite illiberal 
attitude toward French Canadians. 

Back to Prof. Seguin, who says: “The 
present-day separatists, as they progressively 
clarify their doctrine, do put into French 
Canadian minds the idea of the necessity for 
independence in the political field first of all. 

“In this, they do the greatest service to 


French Canadians, that of exposing the falsity 
of . . . that grand old myth of an equality being 
possible between the two nationalities or-of the 
possibility for French Canadians to be masters 
in a Quebec which would, remain inside the 
Confederation.” 

That, fairly clearly, is the speaker’s own 
opinion. So-is the concluding thought of the last 
address, “Our masters, the English, would -not 
be worthy of having been our masters for two 
centuries if they allowed themselves to be 
easily overthrown.” 

But what about all the rest of it, from the 
conquest down to the 1960s? 

It would be very discouraging to think that 
these pages which are presented as_ the 
“historical record” were the interpretation of 
our history by Prof. Seguin and not just what 
some. French Canadians, at different times, 
and to suit their contemporary purposes, found 
it convenient to say was their views of history. 

Much of itis not history at all. . Polemics on 
fiction would be the corner of the library for 
it..And yet the skeleton-of-it-is familiar. 

The ground is “that old field in which 
students in our schools_are bored to tears— 
the Quebec Act of 1774, the Constitutional Act 
of 1791, rebellion and-Durham, the Act of 
Union 1840-41 and deadlock, Confederation and 
expansion and autonomy. 

It is separatism in 1774. It is separatism in 
1791. It is separatism with the rebels sof 1837. 
It is separatism With Bourassa. It is separatism 
now. 

” oe 

What is. separatism? Sometimes it is the 
almost unanimous collective wili of the people. 
At other times it is the correct ‘interpretation 
of what happened, however dimly it may have 
been appreciated at the time. 

Always it is “them” and “us.” There is no 
concept of Canada as a nation state or as a 
nation. 

The Act of Union of 1840, in operation in 
1841, becomes the supreme tragedy in French 
Canadian history because it ended the 
“independence” of Quebec and committed it to 
an arrangement in which the “British” would 
have a majority. 

Prof. Seguin quotes 
Papineau’s uprising: 

“One thing is certain. It was the senseless 
revolt of Papineau which brought us infinitely 
more harm than good. It led to the union of 
the two Canadas, which led us fatally to 
Confederation. > 

“Without, the criminal uprising of our so- 
called patriots, Lower Canada would, probably 
not have been united to Upper Canada, and 
today, as a British colony but not part of the 
Dominion, French Canada would be on the way 
to complete autonomy. Without 1837 there 
would now be a French Canada completely 
independent from English Canada.” And that 
was said before 1900. 

However, the polemics are as good as the 
history is‘bad. We have already heard some of 
these -and-shall be hearing more: 

“To be a minority people in a federation is 
to be an annexed people.”’ 

And there are a number of subtle touches: 
“One can almost admire Cartier ...’’; Henri 
Bourassa, “the man from Ottawa’ and 
Quebec, ‘‘the best cared for annexed nation in 
the world.” 

One can almost admire Prof, Seguin.

Arthropods Very Successful 
At Populating the Earth -

From the point of view of versatility 
anthropods have been remarkably successful at 
populating this earth and they have persisted 
over a very long period of time. Records of 
“jointed - legged"’ animals 
are found among the ear- 
liest fossils indicating that 
ancestors of modern forms 
had developed in ancient 
seas. Some, like the trilo- 
bites, eventually died out, 
while others continued ‘te 
flourish through succeeding 
ages. In time certain of 
their descendants invaded ~ 
the land and even the air 
until all parts of the planet 
were inhabited. 

é Of the. several natural groups of arthropods 
now represented on earth the crustacea rank 
next to the insects in variety of forms. Almost 
all are aquatic but though restricted to water 


they have managed to occupy every possible - 


habitat in the sea and in fresh water. 

~ Along rocky shores, ‘crabs, shrimps and 
barnacles are prominent members of the 
marine fauna. Most numerous aré the shore 
crabs which seldom measure more than an 
inch and a half acréss the shell but come in a 
variety of colors. They busy themselves among 
the boulders when the tide is in searching 
every crack—and—cranfiy for food, When 
alarmed they quickly scuttle sideways under 
the. mearest’ réck, or if no shelter is 
immediately available they make a stand with 
nippers raised in a defiant attitude which is 
usually very eve in warding off an 
attacker. - 

* * * 

During low tide when the beach is exposed 
shore crabs are most likely to' be found 
beneath the boulders or any other object that 
tan provide shelter from ‘predators and from 
the drying action of the sun. Here they may 
share quarters with several other species 
Including*the young stage of the red rock crab 
(recognizable by its striped shell), the flat-top 
crab, designed for squeezing into narrow 
tracks, and black-clawed crab with its 

. strongly develdped pincers. 

Here, as well as in exposed tide! pools 
teveral kinds of hermit crabs até likely to be 
seen, each one dragging a snail shell behind 
‘for protection. Some of the borrowed shells are 


large enough to completely enclose the hermit 
when it pulls itself within the whorls; others, 
as if emulating the current “‘mini’’ style, are 
only large enough to cover the. relatively 
unprotected rear end of the crab. So long have 
these crustaceans depended upon an empty 
shell for extra shelter that their bodies are 
twisted to fit the curves of the adopted cover 
and the crab is most unhappy if its borrowed 
shell is removed. 

Trapped in pools but much more difficult to 
see are various species of shrimps, fragile- 
looking as if made of glass. Though covered 
with a jointed shell, as are all members of the 
group, they lightly pick their way on delicately 
constructed legs or dart quickly backward with 
a quick flip of the tail. The greatly elongated 
feelers can be swung in any direction to test 
the surrounding area for food or potential 
attackers. | 

* * * 

The bafnacles. are probably the least 
-attractive-members of this assemblage, mainly 
because nothing but the shell is usually visible. 
When exposed to the air~ the. animal. is 
completely withdrawn so ‘that a barnacle 
appears to be a projection on the rock or pile, 
Only when covered by water and actively 
feeding is its true beauty revealed, for at this 


time the hand-like appendage sweeps grace- =: 


fully through the water ina rhythmic motion 
that carries food downward and into the 
mouth. The shell may be drab but the feeding 
organ and the rim around the base may be 
bright with color providing a striking contrast 
with its somber surroundings, Z 
Because the outer covering of a barnacle is 
calcareous like that of a mollusc its true 
relationship to the arthropods was not realized 
until its internal anatomy and its life history 
were studied. Now it is known that the 
barnacle is indeed a crustacean, but one which 
has become .sedentary, protecting itself by 


“developing a secondary, coat of limestone. 


Internally it stilt has a chitinous skin 
characteristic of all arthropods and the 

develops from a free swimming larval stage 
typical of ‘most other related crustacea. In 
form and habit it has diverged greatly from 
the other members of that great group but in 
so doing it has managed to occupy a niche that 
no other arthropod is able to take over.

moods, a lot of us picture

We applaud the dress they 
don to commemorate national

In the process, we tend to 
overlook the ‘facts that im- 
migrants, being: human, bring 
to us not-only the arts and 
bright aspects of their back- 
grounds, but some of the 
prejudices and hates\of long 
or short standing. 

A few, a relative handful, 
splashed that fact in our faces, 
on Tuesday with the red paint 
they splattered on the steps of 
the Russian Embassy in 
Ottawa. They chose this form 
of behavior, unacceptable in 
my opinion to the spirit of 
Canada, to demonstrate their 
animosity to Russia on that 
country’s celebration of the 
revolution 50 years ago. 

Canadian anger at the dis- 
play, where such anger exists, 
must be tempered by a 
realization—_that—animosities 
springing from experience in 
their homelands do not die 
easily even when the in 
dividual has left home. At the 
some time, it is saddening to 
Canadians that the Canadian 
tolerance which accepts. all 
shades of opinion should thus 
be abused by people who 
enjoy that tolerance. 


As I understand our—posi- 
tion, we grant to anti-Com- 
munists in this country the 
right to be anti-Communist, 
just as we permit pro-Com- 
munists to ‘be pro-Communist, 
‘provided that violence is not 
done to our national concepts. 

Tt seems to me that violence 
was done to these concepts in 
Ottawa on Tuesday. We, as a 
nation, are. shamed by the 
actions of some whom we 
, welcomed to our shores. We 
are particularly shamed since 
the peopte whom we chose to 
represent us considered the 
reception at the Soviet 
Embassy an occasion in which 
they should participate as 
guests of the Russian host. 

The incident seems the 
more regrettable because, 
apart from the conventional 
parade of armaments in 
Moscow—a format which the 
Russians seem unable to break 
—most of the material I have 
read or seen on the 50th 
birthday of the new Russia 
has been devoted to a study of 
the people, not of the. ideologi- 
cal conflict. which persists 
between East and West.

FOBS, according to the 
experts, is not supposed to De 
a better ICBM, ‘but a téfror 
weapon. This makes the 
belittling of it by Defence 
Secretary Robert S. Mc- 
Namara almost beside the 
point—even if he is right. 

The psychological impact of 
a hydrogen bomb whirling 
over the United States with 
the release button “in” the 
Kremlin cannot be ignored by 
the Johnson administration. 

The ~ ant i-ballistic-missile 
debate, if nothing else, showed 
that the lawmakers are going 
to insist on buying some kind 
of life insurance against super- 


weapons for their con- 
stituents. 
The McNamara.- argument 


that the U.S. is already naked 
against a massive ICBM 
attack, so why worry about 
FOBS, ignores the fact that 
many ‘lawmakers regard the 
anti-Chinese ABM as the first 
step toward a-Soviet one. 


Same Ground 


Already, congressional 
reaction to FOBS shows that 
the\U.S. must find a way to 
reach\the same high ground 
taken by\the Soviets.

True, over-the-horizon radar 
has been under development 
for years. But the type which 
really gives meaningful in- 
formation about Soviet 
launches hidden from existing 
radar and spy satellites has 
only begun to operate. 

Also the U.S. has no fool- 
proof system for intercepting 
and inspecting a foreign satel- 
lite to see if a bomb is inside.

Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, in testifying before 
the Senate foreign relations 
committee this spring on the

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outer space said the chiefs 
“remain concerned a out the 
assured verification capability 
with regards to weapons in 
orbit. The deployment of 
prohibited orbital vehicles 
could have serious implica- 
tions, especially if it enabled 
an .enemy to launch an 
effective surprise attack 
against our command and 
—control facilities and military 
forces. 

“Weapons in orbit,” 
Wheeler continued, “could 
become a matter. of grave 
consequence, particularly 
when utilized in conjunction 
with other strategic systems 

.. This threat can be 
answered only through in- 
tensified U.S. effort to develop 
capabilities to detect and 
verify the orbiting of nuclear 
weapons or those threatening 
mass destruction. 

MIRV—Multiple, Inde- 
pendently Targetable Re-entry 
Vehicles—is one of the 


“strategic systems’? which 
conceivably could be used 
with the Soviet orbiting 
rocket. 


MIRV is the technique of 
dividing a big bomb into a 
*unch of little ones and then 
sending each of them to a 
different target. Some mili- 
tary leaders fear the Soviets 
put a MIRV warhead on their 
orbital rocket. 

Jackson said using MIRV 
with FOBS would make 


bombs “come down like 
Roman candles.” Even 
without MIRV,, he argued, 


FOBS “represents a_ quali- 
tative jump in. their strategic 
«~veapons capability." The 
U.S., he said, needs “more 
and improved defences” 
against FOBS, 

What the Soviets have done 
by testing an orbital weapons 
system is to undercut Mc- 
Namara’'s “Peter at the dike” 
effort to hold back the arms 
race. The tests come at the 


time he appeared to be 
making real progress in sell- 
ing the American public and 
allies on the folly of building a 
bigger mountain of nuclear 
weapons or a thick missile 
defence. 

During hearings last April 
on the outer. space treaty, 
Pentagon leaders said the 
United States was ‘prepared to 
rely on its ability to detect 


“bombs in orbit.’ Deputy 
Defence’ Secretary Cyrus R. 
Vance and Gen. Wheeler, 


agreed that “one or two or 
some very small numberof 
weapons” could» ‘‘be---clan- 
destinely or ited without 
being identified.” 

But “‘to be militarily signifi-* 
cant,” said Vance, “a large 
number of weapons would 
have to be deployed, and this 
would certainly be detected.” 

When ‘asked how~ many 
“would: give us concern?” 
Vance replied that was dil- 
ficult to answer, but “if I saw 
ten or more I would certainly 


be concerned.”

SINGAPORE—Stranded by 
the receding tide -of history 
more than 100 miles from 
home, President Chiang Kai- 
shek celebrated his 80th birth- 
day in Formosa, disturbed by 
signs that the bright promise 
of the Communist “Cultural 
Revolution’”” in China was 
betrayed. 

Almost at the brink of ruin 
and disintegration (as he saw 
it) his enemies in Peking 
were braking hard.

or shot, but reclaimed through 
Mao Tse-tung’s formula of 
“unity, criticism, unity.”’

Neat and nut-brown, the

in Taipeh.

British Columbia, and he gave it be- 
fore an audience where’ it would 
get the most attention. His answer 
was a flat negative, and it is heart- 
ening that a government spokesman 
has publicly made the position of 
this province unequivocally clear. 


Mr. Williston, addressing the 
Third American Water Resources 
Conference in San Francisco yester- 
day, supported his stand—the stand 
of the people of British Columbia— 
with unanswerable facts. British 
Columbia will not export water to 
the United States because we do not 
know our eventual needs, we do not 
know exactly how large our resource 
is, we will almost certainly need all 
the water for our own use eventu- 
ally, if there is any left over, Cana- 
dian provinces will have first claim 
on it; vast storage plans envisioned 
in American proposals for export to 
the south would place much of the 
usable area of the province under 
water; and any temporary alienation 
is out of the question because once 
established it would be politically 
and morally impossible to cut the 
tap on the dependent communities. 


That, in short, was Mr. Willi- 
ton’s message to the United States, 


and it is one which~—this province, 
and this nation, should wholeheart- 


edly support. It carried particular 
punch because it was delivered 
against a background of political and 
professional opinion which holds 
that the resources of North America 
are really a continental responsibil- 
ity, to be directed to areas where 
they will be most beneficial—in this

case out of British Columbia and into 
the United States Southwest. Speak- 
ers before and after Mr.—Williston 
stressed the developing shortage of 
water in the American West and ex- 
pounded the multi-billion-dollar plan 
which has been proposed to channel 
British Columbia’s water to meet 
that demand. ‘ 

’ ‘To make his point, Mr. Williston 
asked his audience if they would 
have championed a plan, when Cali- 
fornia was on the brink of its vast 
industrial development, to export 
that state’s water in vast quantities 
to Mexico. The question hardly need- 
ed answering. “Surely,” said Mr. 
Williston, “we cannot be held in de- 
fault for wanting to achieve the 
greatest possible development of our 
own resource potentials.” 

“It would be improvident, if not 
foolhardy,” he added, “for the prov- 
ince to consider at this time any re- 
duction in the total volume of the 
water resources it now possesses. It 
is certain that any such reduction 
would, in many areas, immediately 
reduce the province’s future: econ- 
omic advantage and could have a 
most serious and even destructive in- 
fluence upon multi-use resource 
“management.” 

That is putting it mildly. What 
would happen is that this province 
would become a flowing spring and a 
storage tank for a hundred indus- 
trious communities far to the south, 
and any hope of prosperous develop- 
ment as a fully productive population 
would be lost forever. No cash pay- 
ments could even up that kind of a 
bargain. Mr. Williston’s stand should 
become firm national policy as well 
as provincial. No government in 
Canada should even contemplate 
anything less.

Britain Rejects the Easy Way Out 


S some of his surviving friends re- 

member, the late John Maynard 
Keynes once said that a free society 
could usually cure its big evils, seldom 
its small ones, ? 
rats were wolves,’™ 
he added, ‘they 
would have been 
annihilated long 
ago.”” By economic 
measurement the re- 
eurring British 
balance - of-payments 
crisis falls into the 
category of those 
small evils that so- 
ciety does not .cure 
because it can manage somehow to live 
with them. 

Before we shall begin to grasp 
Britain’s changing situation its trading 
deficit must be put into perspective.It is 
not a large deficit, a few hundred million 
dollars annually at most, a minor 
fraction of the gross national product.

Of course the United States can better 
afford this drain and Canada has an 
American sugar daddy who lends it 
enough capital every, year.to close the 
gap between exports and imports. 
Otherwise it would go broke overnight. 

Britain also has been given American 
underwriting from time to time but on a 
relatively short-term basis. It cannot 

~eount, as Canada counts, on a massive 
regular flow of permanent investment 
from Wall Street. 


Decline Easy Way 


Yet Britain could instantly end its 
deficit and pile up a large surplus 
merely by cutting its military expendi- 
tures and foreign aid—with dangerous 
effects on the global defence balance and 
devastating effects on many poor 
countries. So far, Britain is not. prepared 
to wreak such damage on its friends, nor 
to take the easy way out and devalue the 
pound at the risk of undermining the 
U.S. dollar and the entire monetary 
apparatus of the world. 

This year the British government will 
spend a out $600 million on foreign aid, 
an amount probably larger than its trade 
deficit! Private British investment 
abroad will total well over a_ billion. 
Defence spending will be. more than $6 
billion, proportionately the highest’ figure 
in Europe.

As the party’s left wing now realizes, 
Mr. Wilson is determined to make the 
present-economic system work instead of 
building a new one, as the true socialists 
desired and anticipated.

While 
the best and perhaps the only escape 
route from Britain's internal pro>dlems is 
still closed they should not be -over- 
estimated. 

By the standards of the world Britain 
is an opulent country, ‘well ahead of 
Europe in technology and education, far 
ahead in the art of government and 
incomparably more stable in its free 
democracy. Even in strictly economic 
terms it is better off than it usually 
looks from our side of the ocean. 


Improved Position

basically our position is better right now 
than it has ever been since the industrial 
revolution.”

Canada Must ' 
Be Convinced

'N his recent address in Winnipeg Mr. 

Rasminsky, the governor of the Bank 
of Canada, warned that our economic 
foundations may be weakened “unless 
we bring the present 
inflationary psy- 
chology to an end.” 
Thus what we are 
faced with is a prob- 
lem of confidence. 
The governor also 
noted paradoxical 
elements in the 
present situation, 
Costs continue to rise 
despite some in- ‘ 
crease in unemploy- b hoc 
ment and some alleviation of total 
demand pressures. The same js true of 
interest rates despite ‘a flattening out of 
private investment and a large increase 
-in the money supply. 

“I believe,” he said, “‘that the. only 
effective way to deal with both these 
problems is to break any inflationary 
expectations that may exist by making it 
clear beyond doubt that inflation will not 
be accepted in Canada as a way of life.” 

While the federal government is not 
solely responsible for inflation, only that 
government can take the lead that is 
required to break these expectations. On 
its own showing, it is determined to do 
so and is no dou>t trying to do so, But 
up to now the signals are so faint that 
the message is scarcely decipherable to 
the country. ‘ 

In matters of confidence, delays can 
be dangerous. Moreover, the situation is 

likely to be aggravated if ministers 
appear to be at cross purposes as has 
sometimes been the case in the past 
fortnight. 


Next Year's Surgery 


On Oct. 4, when the budget debate 
resumed, Mr. Sharp spoke of’ wielding 
the knife on next year’s estimates with 
the objective of achieving a balance in 
federal revenues and expenditures on a 
national accounts basis. He indicated 
then that treasury board had already 
eliminated $650 million from the requests 
of departments and agencies. 

This made a somewhat limited 
impression since no one knew the 
starting figure from which the $650 
million was lopped.

Prof. Seguin’s ‘History 
Of Quebec Separatism Hatreds 


By DOUGLAS FISHER and HARRY S. CROWE 


There is a document in circulation which 
purports to’ be a history and justification of 
separatism for Quebec, and to which-we have 
seen and heard several 
references in recent weeks. 
It is instructive to examine 
it. 

It originated as a set of 
three talks by Professor 
Maurice Seguin of the 
University of Montreal on 
the French network of the 
Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation back in the 
relatively tranquil days of 
1962. 

‘ Tranquil they may have seemed, but that 
was the year when the French network 
concentration of separatists and crypto- 
separatists first came to public attention. 

The title of the original broadcasts, pre- 
served in a translation by the Department 
of History at the University of Waterloo, was 
Origin and Historical Record-of The Separatist 
Idea In French Canada. 

An abridged version, now circulating in 
Quebec, seems to have. originated with a 
publicatiof, no longer in existence, called Parti 
Pris. 

In three radio talks the 
whole of the history of the 
French Canadian people on 
this continent is presented

as the history of their 
pursuit of separatism. 
First of all, let us say 


that the narrative style of 
Prof. Seguin is such that it 
is usually difficult, and 
often impossible, to be sure 
whether he is expressing 
views of his own or is merely reproducing the 
ideas of “leading groups” or ideas held by the 
“whole nation.”” 

However, this is the style which is typical 
of almost all nationalist and separatist writers 
in Quebec, 

In this connection, we recently heard a 
French Canadian lawyer say that it would ‘be 
extremely difficult to get any of*them on a 
treason. charge. The utterance could be 
descriptive and reportorial and not assertive 
and personal.

This brought to mind the thought that we 
have never heard an English-speaking Cana- 
dian—raise,— except -perhaps as —a—jest, 
possibility that treason is involved in the 
proposal to disrupt the country and make off 
with much of its real estate and resources. 

How long would a ‘Pierre Bourgault or a 
Rap Brown last as a free agent advocating 
separatism or violence, in France, Turkey, 
Russia, Iceland, Ghana or North Vietnam? 

This is a curious and wonderful continent. 
And on this point it is worth noting that with 
many English-speaking Canadians an ‘uncon- 
strained sympathy for the Rap Browns in the 
United States is matched by a quite illiberal 
attitude toward French Canadians. 

Back to Prof. Seguin, who says: “The 
present-day separatists, as they progressively 
clarify their doctrine, do put into French 
Canadian minds the idea of the necessity for 
independence in the political field first of all. 

“In this, they do the greatest service to 


the 


French Canadians, that of exposing’ the falsity 
of . . . that grad old myth of an equality being 
possible between the two nationalities or of the 
possibility fer French Canadians to be masters 
in a Quebec which would. remain inside the 
Confederation.” 

That, tairly clearly, is the speaker's own 
opinion. So is the concluding thought of the last 
address, “Our masters, the English, would not 
be worthy of having been our masters for two 
centuries if they allowed themselves to be 
easily overthrown.” 

But what about all the rest of it, from the 
conquest down to the 1960s? 

It would be very discouraging to“think that 
these pages which are presented as the 
“historical record” were the interpretation of 
our history by Prof. Seguin and not just what 
some French Canadians, at different *times, 
and to suit their contemporary purposes, fcund 
it convenient to say was their views of history. 

Much of it is not history at all. Polemics on 
fiction would be the corner of the library for 
it. And-yet the skeleton of it is-familiar. 

The ground is that old field in which 
students in our schools are bored to tears— 
the Quebec Act of 1774, the Constitutional Act 
of 1791, rebellion and Durham, the Act of 
Union 1840-41 and deadlock, Confederation and 
expansion and autonomy. 

It is separatism in 1774. It is separatism in 
1791. It is separatism with the rebels of 1837. 
It is separatism with Bourassa. It is separatism 
now. 

x «*« * 

What is separatism? Sometimes it is the 
almost unanimous collective wili of the people. 
At other times it is the correct ‘interpretation 
of what happened, however dimly it may have 
been appreciated at the time. 

Always.it is ‘‘them” and “us.”’ There is no 
concept of Canada as a nation state or as a 
nation. 

The Act of Union of 1840, in operation in 
1841, becomes the supreme tragedy in French 
Canadian history because it ended the 
“independence” of Quebec and committed it to 
an arrangement in which the British” would 
have a majority. 

Prof. Seguin quotes 
Papineau's uprising : 

“One thing is certain. It was the senseless 
revolt of Papineau which brought us infinitely 
more harm than good. It led to the union of 
the two Canadas, which led us fatally to 
Confederation. 

“Without the criminal uprising of our so- 
called patriots, Lower Canada would probably 
not have been united to Upper Canada, and 
today, as a British colony but not part of the 
Dominion, French Canada would be on the way 
to complete autonomy. Without 1837 there 
would now be a French Canada_ completely 
independent from English Canada.”” And that 
was said before 1900. 

However, the polemics are as good as the 
history is bad. We have already heard some of 
these and shall be hearing more: 

“To be a minority people in a federation is 
to be an annexed people.’’ 

And there are a number of subtle touches:

Arthropods Very Successful 
At Populating the Earth =~

From the point of view of versatility 
anthropods have been remarkably successful at 
populating this earth and they have—persisted 
over a very long period of time. Records of 
“4ointed - legged’ animals 
are found among the ear- 
liest fossils indicating that 
ancestors of modern forms 
had developed in ‘ancient 
seas. Some, like the trilow 
bites, eventually died out, 
while others: continued ‘ta 
flourish through succeeding 
ages. In time certain of 
their descendants invaded 
the land and even the air 
until all parts of the planet 
were inhabited. 

Of the several natural groups of arthropods 
now represented on earth the crustacea rank 
next to the insects in variety of forms. Almost 
all are aquatic but though restricted to water 
they have managed to occupy every possible 
habitat in the sea and in fresh water. 

Along rocky shores, crabs, shrimps and 
barnacles are prominent members of the: 
marine fauna. Most numerous are the shore 
crabs which seldom measure more than an 
inch and a half acréss the shell but come in a 
variety of colors. They busy themselves among , 
the boulders when the tide is in searching 
every crack and cranny for food. When 
alarmed they quickly scuttle sideways under 
the» nearest rock, or if: no shelter is 
immediately available they make a stand with 
nippers raised in a defiant attitude which is 
usually very effective in warding off an 
attacker.

large enough to completely enclose the hermit 
when it pulls itself within the whorls; others, 
as if emulating the current “‘mini’’ style, are 
only large enough to cover the relatively 
unprotected rear end of the crab. So long have 
these crustaceans.-depended ‘upon an empty 
shell for extra shelter that their bodies are 
twisted to fit the curves of the adopted-eover 
and the crab is most unhappy if its borrowed 
shell is rémoved. 

Trapped in pools but much more difficult to 
see are various species of shrimps, fragile- 
looking as if made of glass.

We applaud the dress they 
don to commemorate national 
days. We enjoy their songs, 
their dances, their distinctive 
dishes.

In the process, we tend to 
overlook - the facts’ that im- 
migrants, being: human, bring 
to us not-only the arts and 
bright aspects of their back- 
grounds, but some of the 
prejudices and hates of long 
or short standing. 

A few, .a-relative handful, 
splashed that fact in our faces 
on Tuesday with the red paint 
they splattered on the steps of 
the Russian Embassy in 
Ottawa. They chose this form 
of behavior, unacceptable in 
my opinion to the spirit of 
Canada, -to demonstrate their 
animosity to Russia on that 
country’s celebration of. the 
revolution 50 years ago.

provided that violence is not 
done to our national concepts. 
It seems to me that violence 
was done to these concepts in 
Ottawa on Tuesday. We, as a 
nation, are. shamed by the 
actions of some whom we 
welcomed. to our shores. We

point—even if he is right. 

The psychological impact of 
a hydrogen bomb whirling 
over the United States~ with 
the release button in the 
Krémlin cannot be ignored by 
the Johnson administration. 

The » anti-ballistic-missile 
debate, if nothing else, showed 
that the lawmakers are going 
to insist on buying some kind 
of life insurance against super- 
weapons for their con- 
stituents.

Hope Fades for Chiang 
As China Settles Down 


SINGAPORE—Stranded by 
the receding tide of history 
more than 100 miles from 
home, President Chiang Kai- 
shek celebrated his 80th birth- 
day in Formosa, disturbed by 
signs that the bright promise 
of the Communist ‘Cultural 
Revolution’ in China was 
betrayed. 

Almost at the brink of ruin 
and disintegration (as he saw 
it) his enemies in Peking 
were braking hard. 

Proletarian masses, who had 
earlier been incited to smash 
the existing “revisionist” 
party and administrative 
musculature _on' which the 
articulation of the _ State 
depended, were now being 
urged to form “grand alli- 
ances” with the bureaucrats 
they had earlier humiliated. 

Peking’s back-handed birth- 
day gift to the president of 
Nationalist China was the 
report of a speech by Hsieh 
Fu-chih, Communist minister 
for public security, who 
stressed that even the ideo- 
logical arch-yillain, President 
Liu Shao-chi, and all others on 
the distinguished short-list of 
disgraced ‘revisionist’ lead- 
ers, should not be imprisoned 


* or shot, but reclaimed through 


Mao Tse-tung’s formula of 
“unity, criticism, unity.” 


Still Active 


Neat and nut-brown, the 
octogenarian Generalissimo of 
exiled China is. still the active 
supreme commander, and 
promulgates all vital decisions 
from his hideous brick palace 
in Taipeh. 

Ramrod straight in, his 
creaseless uniform, it is as if 
he were already cast in his 


own charisma. But he lives—_ 


and in a world of paradoxes. 

Mao took China’ away from 
him, but today he must wish 
Mao success. For he sees: the 


Communist. chairman as a- 


senile visionary. six years his 
junior, whose dream of a 
classless’ society, translated 
into a policy ~of_ putting 
revolution before rice-bowls,, 
repels the outside world and 
could plunge China into ‘the 
ultimate chaos of a civil war 
which would give Chiang’s 
own Kuomintang Nationalists 
their great chance to. “‘recover 
the mainland.” 

Conversely, hope fades as 
the turmoil threatens to sub- 
-side, and moderates. like 
Premier €hou En-lai become 
Chiang’s 
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surprised how” 


most. dangerous

opponents. For they are cap- 
able riot only of restoring 
Communist China's unity, 
peace and productivity, but 
also of ending her vulnerable 
isolation by making it up with 
Moscow. 

The thought saddens Taipeh. 
For at present the Maoists 
alienate Moscow, and mean- 


while the world’s two* super— 


powers—the Soviet Union and 
the United States—are being 
drawn towards peaceful co- 
existence because the alter- 
native is a ruinous exercise in 
nuclear isometrics. 

To Chiang Kai-shek, whose 
first faltering footsteps in 
dictatorship were guided by 
Russian advisers, a_ tacit 
understanding between the 
Soviet Union and Formosa is 
not inconceivable. 

It could serve both Chiang’s 
ambition to invade the~South 
and a Russian urge to see 
friendly anti-Maoists chip off 
from Peking their own pro- 
vincial fiefs along the Sino- 
Soviet border in the North. 
There are no signs of this yet, 
for the Russians, like the 
Americans, look upon China 
today as an unstable explosive 
with which it would be 
madness to meddle. 

Many observers, neverthe- 
less, believe that the odds on 
a rapprochement will shorten 
if. Chiang dies. ‘The constitu- 
tional successor of the Gener- 
alissimo will be Vice-Presi- 
dent C. K. Yen, but Chiang 
Ching-kuo, eldest son of the 
“Gimo” will hold the real 
Power. 

In his late fifties, Ching-kuo 
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is a velvet hand in an fron 
glove. Short, unpretentious, a 
man of simple tastes but not 
vices, Ching-kuo is national 
defence minister and master 
of Formosa’s 600,000-strong 
armed forces, of the secret 
police and their notorious 
“thought reform” camp, and 
of the 100,000-strong National 
Salvation Youth Corps, whose 
members act as political 
spies, are organized in cells, 
‘and practise self-criticism like 
their_Communist cousins. 

Formosa’s future  strong- 
man is an advocate of the 
police state and of the concen- 
tration of political power, and 
points out that with these 
weapons Stalin was able to 
hack a strong Soviet Union 
out of the amorphous mass of 
Russia. 


Lived in Russia 


Ching-kuo spent 12 years in 
the U.S.S.R. until 1937, joining 
the Komsomols ‘and then the 
Red Army, and marrying a 
Russian wife. Some neutral 
Chinese believe that the Rus- 
sians could slip far more 
easily into a modus vivendi 
with him than they could with 
Mao. 

However, the arbiters of the 
Kuomintang’s destiny remain 
the Americans,. who are 
pledged to defend Formosa, 
but who have stipulated that 
Chiang Kai-shek must consult 
them before mounting any 
offensive against the main- 
land. The Nationalists eagerly 
discuss the loopholes in their 
treaty of mutual defence, but 
Washi is not to be 
flouted lightly.

Last night's performance of 
Rose Latulippe was a 
triumph. 

A sell-out audience at the 
Royal Theatre wildly ap- 
plauded the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet’s production of Brian 
MacDonald's first full-length 
Canadian Ballet. 

The legend of Rose telis of 
a young French-Canadian girl 
who, at Mardi Gras, is 
tempted away from her 
sweetheart by a Sinister 
stranger, a member of the 
ruling class. 

In Rose Latulippe Mr. Mac- 
Donald has made use of the 
conflict that arises as he says 
“from family devotion versus 
the headstrong impulse of 
youth, respect for the seig- 
neurial aristocratic class 
coupled with a fear of corrup- 
tion ‘by it, a strong .predilec- 
tion for the supernatural and 
belief-in miracles, and a love 
of dancing tinged with appre- 
hension of the licence it can 
induce.” 

Rose is caught between the 

mystic demonic power of The 
Stranger enforced by. the 
tempting music of De De the 
fiddler and the forces of 
home—the Church, the family 
and human love. 

The ballet is really an 
allegory for the loss of 
innocence and its restoration 
through .the miracle of love. 

The Stranger is a rather 
ambiguous figure in the 
pallet. In the opening act set 


Churchill 
Role Out

Mr. MacDonald has taken 
this arresting tale. and. made 
out of it a strong and moving 
ballet. While the first act is a 
Dit slow to start it is 
enlivened by an amusing 
winter skating scene and the 
gay folkedancing of the typi- 
eally French Canadian barn 
dance. 

As choreographer, Mr. Mac- 
Donald has skillfully inter- 
woven classical style en 
pointe with the rustic move- 
ments of the folk dance. 
Harry Freedman’s’ musical 
score complements the steps 
with tunes that effectively 
reflect the French Canadian 


mood. 
But it isin the second and 
third’ act, where the folk- 


dancing is left behind for the 
dynamic movement of classi- 
cal ballet that the dancers 
and the dance are 
effective.

Racial Bill 
Passed 


SALISBURY (Reuters) — The 
government forced a race dis- 
crimination bill through Parlia- 
ment Tuesday, despite a ruling 
by the Rhodesian Constitutional 
Council that it conflicts with the 
Rhodesian Declaration of 
Rights. 

The bill, described by the only 
independent white member of 
Parliament as based on the 
same. doctrine as apartheid 
racial s¢paration, would permit

Set Free 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Bertha 
Rand was set free Wednesday, 
five hours after she had gone to 
jail for her cluttered household 
of cats in defiance of a bylaw 
that would have her abandon 
her beloved strays. An unidenti- 
fied woman paid her $250 fine. 

Jail doors had closed on the 
73-year-old pensioner of subur- 
ban St. James who did not have 
the money to pay the fine for vi- 
olating the Greater Winnipeg 
city’s pet-limit law. 

If the fine had not been paid, 
she would have served 20 days. 

The bylaw under which she 
was charged was passed after 
neighbors charged that keeping 
25 to 30 and sometimes more 
cats under one roof constituted 
a noisy and smelly neighbor- 
hood nuisance. 

It is an offence in St. James 
for a household to keep more 
than three pets of any kind, An 
earlier bylaw, restricted to cats, 
was tossed out as discrimina- 
tory in an appeal court action.

Who's going to take care of the 
cats while I'm in jail,” Miss 
Rand said in an-interview at 
her home Wednesday night.
